Christopher Cassidy, beg on street, 
inter and decorator, was char wi 
ring “ shots’’ from a toy revolver on Sun- 
day at Westland row and at ithe football | 

ground of Rockville A.F.C., Monkstown. 

Mr. Campbell, solicitor, defended. 

Guard Harte (135 C) said that he went to 
Rockville football ground on Sunday after- 
noon in consequence of a complaint that shots 
had been fired. In the early part of the game 
he heard what appeared to be the report of a 
revolver shot, and kept the accused man 
under obsérvation. At half-time he followed 
Cassidy to a corner of the ground and there 
searched him, finding the toy revolver. When 
charged at the station Cassidy said that he 
did not think that he was doing any harm. 

To Mr. Campbell, solicitor (defending)— 
The witness did not know that these weapons 
were to be bought at a city shop at 3s. each 
or that they were entirely harmless. 

Guard Foley (152 C) said that the firing of 
this revolver was responsible for bringing out 
the detective branch. 

To Mr. Campbell—The revolver would not 
shoot anyone; it only fired caps. 

Mr. Cussen said that, as it was not a lethal 
weapon, the charge undér the Firearms Act 
must fail, The conduct, however, was dis- 
graceful.

QUESTION OF NEGLIGENCE. 


(BEFORE JUDGE PIGOT.) 

The case of Dwyer v. Dublin United Tram- 
ways Co. (1896), Ltd., was heard, in which 
the plaintiff, Edward Dwyer, cab owner, of 
11 Vicker’s street, Dublin, sought to recover 
£25 damages for mjuries to his cab and horse 
by one of the defendants’ tramcars at Phibs- 
borough on the 21st of April last, through 
the alleged neghgence of the defendants’ 
servants, 

Mr. T. J. Green, solicitor, appeared for the 
laintiff, and Mr. Joseph Mooney (instructed 
y Messrs. Gerald Byrne and Co.) for the 
defendants. 

From the evideace given on behalf of the 

laintiff it appeared that the cab driven by 

ichael Dwyer was returing from Glasnevin, 
and that when near the Cross Guns’ Bridge 
the occupants of the cab told the driver to 
turn back to Glasnevin. He saw the tram- 
car approaching, and gave the usual signal 
to the tram driver, The tram driver did not 


clearing the tram rails the cab was struck 
by the tram. Dwyer jumped off, and the 
cab was overturned, the horse falling on the 
roadway. e cab’s wheels were damaged, 
and one of the windows was broken, 

Mr. Kelly, veterinary surgeon, Earlsfect 
terrace, who treated the horse for three or 
four weeks, said that the animal was injured 
on the hindquarters and elsewhere, His bill 
for treating the horse was four guineas. 

The plaintiff stated that the amount 
‘charged for repairing the cab was £16 10s. . 

The tram driver stated that he was drivin 
at about six miles an hour. He was heel 
twelve yards from the cab when he saw it. 

The case for the defendants was that if 
there was any negligence it was on the part 
vf the cab driver. 

Judge Pigot dismissed the action, being cf 
opinion that, if there was any negligence on 
the part of the tram driver, there was far 
more negligence on the part of the cab driver, 
and that with the exercise of more care rn 
his part while turning round the collision 
would not have occurred.

FREE STATE’S PROGRAMME. 


The programme of reafforestation adopted 
by the Free State Department of Lands and 
Agriculture is, it is understood, being con- 


ducted this year on a somewhat bigger scale 


than former i The Department intend to 


plant an additional 3,000 acres, and already 


over four million trees and we have 


been purchased from centres in Ireland, Great 
Britain and France. The seedlings will have 


to be transplanted to nurseries for a year or 


more before they are fit for planting. 

The placing of a contract for 920,000 forest 
trees at Elgin has given rise to the belief that 
a considerably extended scheme of reafforesta- 
tion is afoot, but an official of the t- 
ment stated yesterday that there was nothing 
extraordinary in the year's programme. There 
was no appreciable extension of the scheme 
so far as fe was aware,

The Foreign Office ‘publishes to-day the 
main terms of the Treaty of Locarno. The 
essential term may be stated in a sentence : 
France and Germany have bound them- 
sélves not to make war either upon the 
other, save under conditions which virtu- 
ally involve the consent of all the other 
‘Powers. This momentous agreement has 
been made possible only by the action of 
Great Britain, who has pledged herself to 
defend either party against unwarranted 
aggression by the other. Once more a 
British statesman is pacis mediusque belli 
in the affairs of Europe. By the common 
verdict the outstanding figure of the Con- 
ference has been Mr. Austen Chamberlain, 
whose unswerving loyalty to France was 
coupled with a most generous recognition 
of Germany's just claims and natural 
fears. As Mr. Chamberlain explained

| Housing Week. 

Yesterday “Dublin Housing Week” 
made an auspicious beginning, At a 
meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club Mr. 
E. P. McCarron, Secretary to the Ministry 
of Local Government, gave some account 
of the progress made in housing the people 
by the Free State Government, which, he 
said, would compare favourably with 
progress made in any other State. 
The people of Dublin are ill-instructed, 
and they see around them terrible 
accumulations of slums; but they are 
anxious to see their city saved from 
decay and beautified. It is as a manifesta- 
tion of this desire for the city’s better- 
ment that the Dublin Housing Council— 
a body springing spontaneously from the 
citizens—organised this week s conferences 
and brought to Ireland two eminent 
British experts in town-planning and 
housing. Captain R. Reiss gave an 
account of the measures adopted in New 
York to compel the growth of the city in 
accordance with a regional scheme, and 
he warned the people of Ireland that to 
build large numbers of houses without a 
fully considered plan would be to multiply 
difficulties for future years. He said that 
the satellite town or village—a residential 
district, with its own stores and artisans, 
and situated amid the countryside—should 
be built in preference to fresh suburbs. 
Dublin, with an unspoiled and lovely hinter- 
land, and with every facility for rapid 
access thereto, is specially suited for such 
development. It would be a fatal blunder, 
therefore, to build block tenements of the 
sort described yesterday by Mr. J. J. 
Murphy, the Town Clerk of Dublin. These 
human warrens have proved necessary in 
some great cities, where industrial centres 
are far removed from rural areas capable 
of development. They may be seen in

Drastic legislation has 
made it impossible to export from Ireland 
eggs improperly grade’, badly packed, 
dirty or stale. The cunning habit of 
“holding for a rise,” which involves the 
sale of spoiled produce, has been sup- 
pressed. By these means Irish eggs put 
on the English market have been freed 
of the handicap which hitherto the 
slovenly and tricky producer imposed on 
all his fellows. The market has responded. 
The Free State Trade Commissioner in 
London reports that throughout Britain 
Irish eggs are regaining their hold on the 
public demand, while in my places they 
obtain higher prices than Danish. This 
exemple points a lesson. What is being 
achieved with the humble egg may be 
copied with a_| kinds of Irish agricultural 
produce. Britain offers a sympathetic 
market, but the Englishman will not buy 
from an untrustworthy source of supply. 
Once Irish produce is freed of the 
trammels which are thrust upon it by 
Irishmen—once it enters the English 
market in good and sure condition—it will 
command the prices that it deserves.

The Bakers’ Mite. 


The Masters Bakers’ Association of 
Dublin, after much travail, has brought 
forth a ridiculous reduction of one 
farthing in the price of the 21b. loaf. 
With the big fall in the price of flour, 
bread prices everywhere have been 
lowered ; but in Dublin the producers, 
taking tardy and grudging action, yield 
the most petty rebate that the currency 
allows. The quartern loaf in Dublin now 
costs 104d., but it may be bought in 
London at 8d. and in parts of the 
metropolis at 74d. It is obviously absurd 
that, where a London housewife spends 
7s. 6d. on the chief necessary of life, her |. 
cousin in Dublin should: have to spend 3s. 
more, or nearly half as much again. Flour 
is Cheaper in London than in Dublin, it 
is true; but in the quartern loaf the 
difference in the cost of flour used is only 
about three-farthings: The workers in 
the baking industry earn highér wages 
in Dublin than in London, but figures 
given by a representative of the master 
bakers show that the difference in wage 
costs of production amounts only to a 
farthing in nine loaves. If the flour in a 
quarterh loaf can be bakéd and sold in 
London for 24d., is it reasonable that the 
same processes should cost 44d. in Dublin? 
The margin between the prices of the 
quartern loaf in Dublin and London ought 
not to be more than iid, at the most, 
instead of 24d. to 3d., and the people of 
Dublin ought to make their dissatisfaction 
felt so long “s their bread costs from 40 
to 45 per cent. more than the Londoners’.

The new Artillery Memorial 

Park Corner became almost a 
rival to-day to the Cenotaph ; for wreaths 
and bunches of flowers were placed on the 
base by hundrods of mourners. One of 
the most touching tributes was a bunch 
of white. chrvsanthemums laid on the 
firure remresenting a dead gunrer. There 
were several harps from Ireland. with 
models of guns and posies innumerable.

From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Monday. 
“HE meeting at the Ministry of War 
was a conversation ó trois between 
Mr. Chamberlain, M. Painlevé and M. 
Briand, and lasted an hour and ten 
minutes. On leaving the Ministry of War 
Mr. Chamberlain expressed his entire 
satisfaction with the conversation, the 
objects of which, he said, were—firstly, 
to pay his respects to M. Painlevé, and, 
secondly, to discuss the general effect of 
the Locarno Conference. 
Mr. Chamberlain: afterwards . returned 
to the British Embassy, where he received 
the British, American and French news- 
paper correspondents this evening. Speak- 
ing in French, and carefully weighing his 
words, he said :— 

“ I am confirmed in the conviction that 
the Locarno agreements are a decisive 
point in history for the peace of Europe 
and, I. may say, for the peace of the 
world.” 

TRIBUTE TO GERMANY. 
Continuing, the British Foreign Secre- 
tary said that he desired to regall that 
the initiative emanated from the German 
Government, “an act of high courage and 
greater wisdom,’’ additig: “I desire to 
recognise all the greatness of this action 
on the part of the German Government, 
and. especially of the Foreign Minister, 
Herr Stresemann, and the Chancellor, Dr. 
Lather.” 

He further said that he wished also to 
recall that it was in the course of a con- 
versation he had with M. Herriot in Paris 
that he spoke »f these things, and they 
together laid the foundation of the 
structure which had just been built at 
Locarno. He came to the Foreign Office 
with the idea, which experience had since 
confirmed, that peace was not yet made ; 
that Europe was still divided into two 
camps; that the ruling spirit was still a 
war spirit. ' 

THE WAR SPIRIT. 

“The war atmosphere. continued to 
weigh upon and influence all our acts. I 
said to myself that, if that lasted a few 
years longer, it would be too late to 
remedy it. Unless we began the work ol 
reconciliation quickly, it ‘would lead, 
sooner or later, to a catastrophe which 
might be mote disastrous for the world 
tha» the great war.” 

He set about the search for an accom- 
modation between the Allies and their 
former enemy, and, indeed, we have found 
it. It is based on the entente cordiale 
between France and Great Britain, rein- 
forced in absolute confidence between the 
two Govetnments. On this basis, and on 
this basis only, was the reconciliation 
possible: with Germany...which | Britain, 
France and the, others needed so badly. 


VICTORY OF PEACE. 

“If we Succeeded in completing the 
agreements at. Locarno, .it ig because we 
met on a footing of. equality, each one 
having a full sense of responsibility and 
each one desiring peace with all his might. 
We managed to reach these agreements 
without laying down conditions to each 
other, without naking sacrifices and with- 
out winning .a victory the one over the 
other. ' 

“There has only been one victory—the 
victory of peace over war.” 

Mr. Chaberlain said that he could not suffi- 
ciently éxpréss his, admiration for ‘*‘ My 
friend, Aristide Briand.’’ Those present at 


the final scene at the Locarno Conference 
would remember it to their dying day. 


_ AN mea sat SILENCE. 

“ First, Herr Stresemann apnounced that 
he initialled the agreements with a full sense 
of his responsibility, and with the firm in- 
tention that they should have their full poli- 
tical and economic consequences, But Herr 
Stresemann went no further. 
“There were. silences and reticences, more 
eloquent than words. They were all grate- 
ful to Herr Stresemann for not saying what 
was nearest to his heart. Then M. Briand 
spoke with the courage, which was one of 
his qualities, and with that broad-minded 
magnanimity which marked the man. 


THE VOICE OF FRANCE. 

“I then heard ‘the true voice of France, 
conscious of her right, confident in herself, 
chevaleresque; generous, idealistic, the 
France I love. At that moment I was prand 
of my friend, M. Briand, and of the country 
he represents. I am certain that the agree- 
ments were concluded in good faith on all 
sides. 
“It remains for us to draw the general 
consequences from them, ‘hen at last the 
peoples, after all their sufferings, will find 
peace, and be able to set about their busi- 
ness and the work of ‘restoration without 
anxiety, over their security and stability.’ 


“ LOGICAL CONSEQUENCES.”’ 

Mr. Chamberlain then invited questions, 
Asked what he had discussed with. M. 
Painlevé this afternoon, he ied that he 
wished to pay respects to M. Painlevé, and 
in so doing to affirm beforé the French: and 
British pee and the whole world, that the 
basis of the agréément on security was the 
Entente Cordiale, the confident and assured 
friendship of the Governmetits and peoples 
of France and Britain.

A better demand and a higher price for 
Irish eggs in the British markets are the 
immediate results of the coming into

FOREMOST POSITION 
GAINED. 


SLIPSHOD METHODS 
ABANDONED. 


Eggs produced in the Free State are now 
being placed upon the markets.in a manner 
that makes a strong appeal to .buyers, and, 
instead of standing low down in.the list ol 
market quotations, Irish eggs at present hold 
a foremost position. At some recent markets 
they have been selling better than those 
from Denmark, where egg production has 
been brought to a fine art, and where the 
bulk of the eggs come from small holders. 
Visitors to Denmark frequently ask, in view 
of the huge export egg trade of that country, 
where do all the eggs come from, because 
fowl are yery seldom visible around Danish 
farm buildings and regular poultry farms are 
exceptional. With a semi-intensive system 
of poultry-keeping, however, the Danes pro- 
duce a large quantity of eggs, and, with the 
system of marketing adopted, they are able 
to keep their principal market supplied with 
a high-class article. 

A guarantee of freshness, together with 
proper grading and. packing, have enabled 
the Danes up. to the present to take the lead 
in Great Britain, The Irish egg trade, 
which, before the war, had been steadily im- 
proving, has been adversely affected of late 

v carelessness and neglect on the part of 
some of those connected with the trade. In 
some cases an attempt at proper marketing 
was made. In others the mode of grading 
adopted was crude; quality could not be 
guaranteed, and soiled eggs Ware put in 
with clean ones. ‘here was also much to be 
desired in the methods of pagking. 

By drawiag attention to these defects the 
Department of Agriculture sought from time 
to time to bring about an improvement. 
Some good resulted from these efforts, but it 
remained for the Agricultural Produce (Eggs) 
Act, which recently came into operation, to 
effect a marked advance, Reports received 
by the Irish Free State Trade Commissioner 
in London indicate that Irish eggs are regain- 
ing their hold on the markets.of Creat 
Britain, 

MARKET PRICES. 

Average prices for the week ending 14th 
October, as published in the '' Agricultural 
Market Report,” issued by the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Fishevies,. show that at 
Bristol Irish hen eggs were 238. 6d. as 
against 23s. ód. per 120 for Danish. At 
Liverpool first quality Irish made 24s. 6d. 
and second grade 20s., while in London 
the price of first grade Irish and 
Danish was equal — 23s. Qd. For 
second quality Irish 23s. 6d. was obtained 
while second grade Danish stood at 22s, 9d. 
The Manchester’ Wholesale Provision’ Asso- 
ciation uotations were :—Irish, extra 
selected, 25s.; selected, 22s. ; mediums, .17s. ; 
Danish 18lb., 24s.; 171b., 23s. ; LSglb., 22s. 
6d: At Manchester on Saturday Irish extra 
selected sold at 25s.; selected at 23s. 6d.. and 
medium 18s.; while Danish 181b, made 26s. 
6d., and 154]b. 24s. 

With the effects of the Agricultural Pro- 
duce (Eggs) Act cross-Channel buyers are 
already well satisfied. Not only are the 
eggs coming forward in better condition, but 
they are packéd as they should be, and ship-

The main object of the Agricultural Pro- 
duce (Eggs) Act is to maintain and improve 
our export trade, This i$ seems likely to 
achieve. It will also have a marked effect 
upon the trade in eggs for home consumption, 
because it is now an offence to offer for sale 
stale or dirty eggs. Having been warned of 
the penalties for this class of offence poultry- 
keepers are exercising great caré in the selec- 
tion of the eggs that they are sending to 
market, and so creating a good impression in 
regard to home produce. 


TESTIMONY FROM GLASGOW, 
On this the Herald 


writes :— 
“Inquiries suggest that the new regula- 
tions governing the export of eggs from Ire- 
land. is producing a marked Improvement in 
quality, Traders: agree ‘that this is so, 
though some go farther than others in stat- 
ing the degree of improvement, ‘The reform 
Is specially noticeable at this period of the 
year.

@ season when consignments .of. Irish eggs 
had to be watched carefully for ‘bad uns.’

At the time that the tablets were inscribed | 
Moses must have been eighty years old. 
He thought that they possibly consti- 
tuted a monument by Moses to Hjatjepsut, 
and that Sinai was likely to contain other 
relics, so that an archeological expedition 
was most desirable. | 

| Note.—According to the Bible story, it 
was the daughter of Pharaoh who dis- 
covered the ark of bulrushes in which the) 
mother of Moses had placed her child, and 
who afterwards adopted Moses as her son. 
The theory of Professor Grimme presum- 
ably is that Pharaoh’s daughter in due 
course succeeded to th, throne, and is 
identical with the Hjatjepsut to whom the 
inscription above-mentioned refers. ]

THE BISHOPS’ TASK. 


The Times observes in a leading article :— 
The House of Bishops began yesterday in 
private session, and will continue to-day in 
public, the consideration of a very grave and 
far-reaching problein. For nearly twenty 
years the revision of the Prayer Book has 
been debated in the Lower Houses of Con- 
vocation; The Houses of .Clergy and Laity 
have said their say; they have-proposed a 
large number of amendments to the draft of 
the Revised Prayer Book (Permissive Use) 
Measure: It remains for the bishops, after 
considering all these recommendations, to 
make up their own minds, and . to 'déCide 
upon’ ‘fhe form in which they shall present 
the measure to the Assembly, 

The bishops will not start with a clean 
slate. They cannot deal with the problem 
de novo. The conditions of their task are 
determined. bv the mistakes of the past, by 
the living and clamorous needs. of the present, 
and-also, though they a.e not tied by these, 
by the actual recommendations sent up to 
them ‘ty the, Hopses of Clergy. and. 
Laity. In the Church of England. 
as in other spheres of the national 
life we have grown bevond the standard of 
the dri!l sergeant; © The intermediate solution 
of the present troubles can only be found 
slong the line. of: maintaining the existing | 
Prayer Book as the norm, and of ‘allowing 
Tréan variations and alternatives -ak cer- 
ain points. It is a course of. action which, 
to some extent. has the sanction of the Prayer 
Book itself. There are alternatives already 
in. the Communion Service and: in: morning 
and evening prayer. If the principle is now 
exterided it may he unwelcome to some who 
quite naturally dislike change, but the gain 
of clearly knowing the exact limits ef. varia- 
tion will be verv great. It is the first step 
in the restoration of discipline. 


‘A DERRY. LOAN, 
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THE GUARANTORS. 


Arrangements, The Times learns, have heen 
mate’ for the issue of a loan for the City of 
Londonderry. The total amount of the loan

The work of Housing. Week in Dublin 


began in earnest yesterday with the ‘hold- 
ing of a conference, at Which Mr. J. 


Maguire, B.L., gave an interesting address 
on various 


aspects of the housing question. 
he said, Government ‘efforts and 


the enterprise of. private builders. had 
touched only the fringe of tlie ‘problem. 


What was really. wanted was-a long-term 
loan which would do much to encourage 
private building. He believed that the 
Government was dealing with this matter. 
Addressing the Rotary Club, Captain R. 
Reiss, an English authority on town- 
planning, said that they ought not to be 
content with placing ‘houses on -the out- - 
skirts of big towns; rather should they 
form self-contained satellite towns and! not 
suburbs. If progress was maintained in 
Dublin, he added, the housing problem 
would soon be solved 

In the destroyed area of Sackville street 
there now remain only three sites which 
come /under the powers, given to the 
Borough Commissioners by the compulsory 
sale legislation.

He was 
in favour of building terraces of two-roomed 
houses. ‘The ordinary unskilled labourer’ had 
been neglected during the past ten years, 

FOREIGN INVESTMENTS. 

In the course of further discussion, - Mr. 
Duffy said that Irish investors had an annual 
mecome: of £10,000,000 from foreign invest: 
ments. He thought it was: entirely opposed 
to. national interests that the surplus capital 
of the country shoufd flow oft Yn invest- 
ments—-very frequently tor competitive, in- 
dustries. He suggested that the Government 
should, by legislation, take in national -taxa- 
tion three-fifths of the revenue derived from 
these foreign investments, and utilise the pro- 
ceeds—roughly, about £6,000,000 per annum— 
for the purpose of providing housing funds: 

Mr. W. J. Byrne, Secretary, Dublin Com. 
mercial Utility Society, said that they re- 
quired the concentrated mind and effort of 
the entire State on this question.- He‘advo- 
cated the erection of every type of house for 
every member of the community. The system 
of flats was ruining their young people, and 
there were numbers of young nated people 
living in these who would be able to pay 
sr or OS. a week for a house.

Mr. John J. Murphy, Town Clerk, Dublin, 
said that the term “economic rent’? had 
been used during the discussion with An en- 
tively wrong meaning.

Once the question of a free grant, either by 
the Corporation or the Government, entered 
into it, it ceased to be an '' económic rént. 

COST OF BUILDING. 

The real problems were the cost of build- 
ing, money and its interest, and the cost of 
materials and lahour—all these should be re- 
duced. He could not say how, but until. 
they were reduced they could not get down 
io an ‘economic rent.’’ lt was a mistake 
to say that there were no working men in 
Dublin whose income was equal to paying’ 
the rent of houses built by the Corporation.”

Telegraphs. Nos. 17 to 19 were the Gran- 
ville and Crown Hotels, and Nos. 20 to 22 the 
Gresham Hotel, for the rebuilding: of. which 
plans have been prepared. No. 23 has 
actually been rebuilt by Sir James Mackey, 
Ltd., and Nos. 24 to 27 are to be taken over 
for the new highway between Sackville street 
and the North Strand.

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THE CASINO AT MABINO. 


(From a CORRESPONDENT. ) 

The development of the housing scheme at 
Marino, Clontarf, has attracted.a good deal of 
public attention to Lord Charlemont’s Casino, 
which: is sittated close to where the new 
colony is being built. 
After purchasing Marino grounds in 1756, 
Lord Charlemont set about making improve- 
ments, in order, as he said himself, ''to 
become more attached to his native land.” 
He consulted Luigi Vanitelli, the architect 
of St. Peter's, Rome, asking for plans for an 
Italian Casino, but was altogether dissatisfied 
with Vanitelli’s designs. 
» His next ambition was to build a replica 
o fthe Lantern: of Demosthenes, but finally he 
gave up the idea as being too costly. At his 
request, in 1757, Sir Wilham Chambers drew 
up the plans for a Casino. The erection of 
the entrance gate, now demolished, and the 
Casino, was undertaken by Simon Vierpyle, 
at the special invitation of Lord Charlemont. 
Vierpyle was the master of Smyth, the 
famous Dublin sculptor. He settled in 
a hving for many years in Bachelor's

It is said by those who are competent to 
judge that the Casino, which is of the Sicilian 
Doric order, is a perfect specimen of arcli- 
tectural elegance. It . was constructed of 
heastifnl white stone and raised on a square 
platform. .As may be seen from the picture 
on another. page, the superstructure has a 
portico in each front: Those to the north 
and south are finished by an entablature and 
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(two are now destroyed), while the east and 
west porticoes are pedimented and finished 
by a balustrade over the wings. A deep 
area, surrounded: by a beautiful base and 
balustrade protects the building, at each 
angle of which, reposing on pedestals, are 
four colossal lionesses, modelled by Wilton, 
the sculptor of the Medicean Venus at 
Floren e. 

The ground floor of the building contains 
a vestibule, saloon, study and boudoir, the 
floors of which were inlaid with wood of 
many varieties. 

The entrance ball was adorned by chiaros- 
curos of classical subjects by Leipriam, an 
Ttalian artist, who was engaged to design the 
ornaments and interna! decoration, and, from 
the flat roof, readily accessible by a stairway, 
there is a splendid view of the Bay and 
Dublin Mountains. Before the Christian 
Brothers came into possession of the ay 
the lead which formerly covered the roof, 
had all been striped off and stolen. 

There are many details of the structare 
which will well repay examination; the 
wonderful portcullis glass screen, which de- 
scended when the entrance door was opened ; 
the hollow pillars, which carried the rain- 
water from the roof to the basement ; the 
china closet of Lady Charlemont, with its 
varitad veiling, decorated with the. signs of 
aed nee IN no and the Casino grounds were 
cold by auction by James Molyneaux, the 
third Ear! of Charlemont.
